However,  I 
should  like  to  thank  those  officials  and  members  of  various  Councils 
who  have  made  my  task  easier  by  furnishing  me  with  their  background 
knowledge  of  events  under  review.  I  wish  to  thank  the  clerical 
staff  at  The  Leats  for  their  help  and  Miss  V.  M.  Graham,  Assistant 
County  Nursing  Officer  who  has  provided  me  with  valuable  inform¬ 
ation  on  the  personal  services,  and  all  the  help  I  have  received 
from  the  Health  Visitors  and  Nurses  and  Midwives  in  the  district. 
Apart  from  the  expected  higher  incidence  of  Measles  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  the  year  was  a  healthy  one.

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate. 

This  measure  represents  the  combined  effect  of  Congenital 
abnormalities  leading  to  stillbirth,  the  effects  of  obstetric 
skill  in  preventing  injury  at  birth  to  the  child  which  may  result 
in  death  within  the  1st  week,  and  the  effects  of  skilled  paediatric 
care  in  dealing  with  such  cases  as  prematurity,  infection  and  con¬ 
genital  abnormality  in  the  1st  week  of  life.  Thus  it  is  a  measure 
of  Congenital,  Obstetric  and  Paediatric  factors.  The  age  and  parity 
of  the  Mothers:-  diet  during  pregnancy;  and  the  quality  of  the  medical 
and  nursing  services  all  help  to  determine  this  rate.  Deaths  from 
congenital  malformation  reflect  the  genetic  and  3odal  background  of 
the  Mother  rather  than  the  standard  of  obstetric  care. 

Although  the  Perinatal  Mortality  figure  compares  favourably 
with  that  of  last  year  (28.9)  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  has  increased 
from  11.4  to  21.4.  It  will  be  seen  that  9  children  under  1  year  died 
in  1963  compared  with  5  in  1964.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  prematurity 
i.e.  3  out  of  the  9  cases  reflects  the  difficulty  with  which  Paediatricians 
are  faced  in  this  problem  of  the  very  small  child  at  birth.  It  also 
emphasises  the  fact  that  any  decrease  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate 
generally  is  likely  to  come  from  efforts  directed  towards  the  provision 
and  availability  of  Premature  Baby  Units  designed  not  only  to  deal  with 
the  hospital  born  baby  but  with  the  domiciliary  born  case  as  well, 
especially  within  the  first  few  hours  of  life  before  hospitalisation 
of  the  case  ia  achieved.  The  number  of  deaths  due  to  prematurity  in 
the  Rural  District  Council  area  is  small  but  does  reflect  in  general 
the  National  need  to  concentrate  on  prematurity  if  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  is  to  be  lowered  even  further.  Research  in  genetic  factors  leading 
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to  abnormalities  of  the  foetus  incomputable  with  life  continues,  but 
results  from  this  field  of  work  may  take  a  long  time  to  show  any 
beneficial  effect,  but  research  on  acquired  factors  responsible 
for  foetal  abnormalities  such  as  Injurious  Agents,  Drugs  and 
Infection  continues,  and  although  small  in  number  avoidable 
abnormalities  from  such  known  causes  as  Rubella  and  Thalidomide 
are  reminders  that  research  in  this  field  has  already  brought 
about  positive  results  in  reducing  the  morbidity  and  mortality 
in  Infants.

35  out  of  the  total  of  48  cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  those 
under  15  years  of  age,  mostly  in  school  age  children.  Careful 
attention  to  personal  hygiene  in  the  younger  population  especially 
at  school  can  help  prevent  the  spread  of  this  infection.  Health 
education  in  schools  should  ensure  that  children  wash  their  hands 
after  going  to  the  lavatory  and  provision  should  be  made  for  hot 
water,  paper  towels,  soap  etc.,  in  washrooms  at  schools.  Regular 
and  adequate  disinfection  of  such  articles  as  toilet  seats,  lavatory 
door  handles  etc.,  is  necessary  to  control  the  spread  of  this  disease. 
The  Measles  outbreak  reflects  the  normal  pattern  of  alternate  year 
periodicity  and  is  not  likely  to  change  its  biennial  character  until 
the  population  immunity  is  altered  by  effective  mass  immunisation.

The  attendance  figures  for  St.  Agnes,  Perranporth  and  Carnon  Downs 
show  an  increase  over  1 9^4  whereas  Chacewater  and  Probus  show  a  decrease 
in  numbers.  The  first  four  are  attended  by  County  School  Health  Service 
Personnel.  The  clinicsat  St.  Mawes,  Portscatho  and  Probus  staffed  by 
County  Health  Visitors  but  General  Practitioners  carry  out  the  immunis¬ 
ation  of  children.  The  clinics  at  St.  Mawes  and  Portscatho  were 
started  in  1  9&5  and  from  attendance  figures  are  doing  well.

The  Ante  Natal  Clinics  in  the  Rural  District  are  staffed  by 
Truro  District  Nurses/Midwives  and  are  held  at  and  staffed  by 
Family  doctors  at  their  surgeries. 

Mother craft  and  Relaxation  classes  for  the  year  number  72  and 
were  held  at  the  various  clinics  in  the  Rural  .Areas.  They  were 
well  attended  and  serve  a  useful  purpose.  These  classes  are 
based  on  a  series  of  eight  lectures  per  course  and  when  convenient 
fathers  were  invited  to  attend  one  lecture  in  each  course. 

Family  Planning  A  clinic  is  held  in  Truro  City  and  cases  from  the 
District  are  referred  to  this  clinic. 

11.  Midwifery  Services  (Sec.23) 

191  home  deliveries  were  undertaken  in  the  Rural  District 
and  of  these  Medical  Aid  was  sought  in  98  cases.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  number  of  midwifery  cases  showed  a  decrease 
from  229  in  19&4  the  number  of  maternity  visits  increased  due 
in  part  to  the  greater  number  of  early  discharges  from  hospital 
of  maternity  cases.  In  July  Mrs.  Cloke  was  appointed  District 
Nurse/Midwif e  for  the  Mithian/Shortlanesend/Kenwyn  Area,  which 
enabled  Mrs.  Johnson  to  work  the  remainder  of  the  St.  Agnes  area. 

111.  Health  Visitors  (sec.2A) 

The  work  of  the  Health  Visitor  among  the  elderly  showed  a 
marked  increase  during  the  year  rising  from  539  visits  in  19&4 
to  828  in  1965.  Visits  on  Social  grounds  for  Problem  families 
etc.  rose  from  587  to  784.  7342  visits  were  made  to  children  in 
the  young  age  group,  and  89  Health  Education  Talks  and  demon¬ 
strations  were  given  in  19&5. 

IV.  Home  Nursing  (sec. 25) 

The  number  of  general  nursing  cases  increased  from  585  to 
654  and  the  number  of  visits  from  16625  to  19339.  Old  people 
accounted  for  404  of  the  654  cases.  A  large  number  of  injections 
were  required  apart  from  general  nursing  care.

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  a  greater  number  immunised  in 
19^5  compared  with  1  964  i.e.  405  compared  with  176  and  as  in  a 
scattered  Rural  Area  where  the  majority  of  work  with  young  children 
is  undertaken  at  G.P.  surgeries  well  over  75%  of  immunisation  is 
carried  out  by  the  family  doctor.  It  is  noticable  that  of  all  the 
yearly  age  groups  immunised  most  fall  between  12-24  months  of  age.

No  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified. 

The  Mobile  X-ray  Unit  pays  twice  monthly  visits  to  the  Leats 
and  to  Falmouth  to  examine  referred  cases  from  Family  doctors  and 
children  requiring  further  X-ray  following  positive  skin  sensitivity 
tests  for  T.B.  B.C.G.  was  given  to  364  children  for  protection  against 
T.B.  in  the  whole  Health  Area  No.  3. 

Geriatric  -  Preventive  Services 

Under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  Sec.  47,  1951  Amendment, 
one  elderly  lady  was  taken  into  residential  care,  being  aged  infirm, 
and  unable  to  obtain  for  herself  or  from  others  proper  care  and  attention. 
Medical  Loans  of  nursing  and  other  aids  -  A  supply  of  domiciliary  aids 
for  the  Incontinent  is  available  through  the  Health  Area  Office  and  other 
equipment  required  in  the  home  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals,  and  bed  rests 
are  obtained  through  the  British  Red  Cross  Society.  Walking  aids  of 
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various  design  may  also  be  obtained  for  temporary  loan  through 
the  British  Red  Cross  Society  till  the  patient  received  such 
permanent  aids  through  the  National  Health  Service  Hospital 
Service. 

Chiropody  -  St.  Agnes  area  has  a  small  clinic  run  on  voluntary 
lines  and  the  chiropodist  from  Truro  attends.  The  clinic  is 
given  a  small  subsidy  from  the  County  Council  towards  costs. 

VIII. Home  Help  Service  -  Sec.  29. 

50  persons  were  given  Home  Helps  during  the  year. 
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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Since  introducing  my  Report  for  19&4  the  Council  have  appointed 
the  general  foreman  referred  to  at  that  time.  His  close  daily  contact 
with  all  outside  staff  and  his  ability  to  deal  with  difficulties 
immediately  they  arise,  is,  I  feel  sure,  helping  very  much  in  the 
more  efficient  running  of  the  refuse  collection  service  and  sewerage 
systems  now  operating  in  most  parts  of  this  very  large  district. 

Meat  inspection  and  new  building  works  necessarily  continue  to 
occupy  a  great  deal  of  the  Department's  time.  An  average  of  83  plans 
are  examined  each  month  under  the  Building  Byelaws,  and  many  have  to 
be  discussed  with  the  applicant  or  his  architect  and  amended  to  meet 
the  Byelaw  requirements. 

Many  inspections  have  been  made  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  19^3.  Little  difficulty  has  been  met  in  the 
administration  of  this  Act,  most  premises  coming  under  it  being 
small  in  size  and  staff,  with  problems  in  proportion,  and  the 
co-operation  from  owners  and  occupiers  has  generally  been  very  good. 
Practically  all  premises  coming  under  the  control  of  the  Act  have 
now  had  at  least  one  inspection. 

I  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  contributions  received  from  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers,  Messrs.  Osmand  and  Lane,  and  from 
Mr. Vi  C.  J.  Truscott,  the  Water  Engineer.  I  also  thank  all  the 
staff  in  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  good  work  they  have 
done  and  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

1 .  Water  Supply 

(a)  Mains  Supplies. 

The  greater  part  of  the  district  is  served,  by  the  Council' s  two 
main  schemes,  namely  the  Ladock  and  South  East  Scheme  and  the 
Chacewater  and  South  West  Scheme.  The  parishes  of  St.  Agnes  and 
Perranzabuloe  each  have  their  own  separate  systems  as  does  the 
village  of  Mitchell,  but  the  two  former  areas  can  now  have  their 
supplies  augmented  in  time  of  need  from  Chacewater. 

At  Newlyn  East  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  from  Newquay  Water 
Company,  and,  similarly,  water  is  bought  from  Truro  Water  Company 
for  Tresillian.  Falmouth  Corporation  are  responsible  for  the  supply 
and  distribution  of  water  in  the  Parish  of  Mylor. 

The  various  systems  set  out  above  provide  mains  w ater  to  all 
but  a  few  thinly  populated  parishes,  and  all  the  water  is  chlorinated 
and  otherwise  treated  as  necessary. 

Stithians  Scheme.  Stages  1  &  2. 

Trunk  and  Distribution  Mains 

Contracts  for  both  stages  of  the  scheme  for  the  laying  of  the 
trunk  and  distribution  mains  were  due  to  start  in  the  Spring  and 
early  Summer  of  19&5.  Due  however  to  delay  in  the  supply  of  pipes 
and  valves,  the  commencing  dates  for  Stage  1  and  Stage  2  were  put 
back  until  August,  1965,  and  October,  1965,  respectively. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  completion  dates  for  the  main 
laying  contracts  will  be  December,  1966. 

Stithians  Impounding  Scheme.  Stage  3. 

Mass  Concrete  Reservoirs  at  Three  Burrows,  Near  Chiverton,  and 

Factory,  Perranporth. 

Plans  have  been  completed  for  these  reservoirs  and  ancillary 
works,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  scheme  will  be  going  to 
tender  in  the  Spring  of  1966. 

Shortlanesend  Water  Supply. 

The  installation  of  the  inline  booster  and  a  new  elevated  tank 
and  the  connection  of  Shortlanesend  main  to  the  Truro  Water  Company's 
supply  at  Kenwyn  by  a  6"  main,  was  completed  in  the  Summer  of  1965. 

Some  difficulties  were  experienced  with  the  automatic  operation 
of  the  booster  but  these  were  overcome  and  the  supply  was  fully 
operational  in  late  Summer  of  1965. 
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Mitchell  Water  Mains 

The  scheme  for  the  laying  of  water  mains  from  Newlyn  East 
to  Mitchell  was  completed  in  September,  19&5,  when  the  mains  were 
put  into  operation. 

Kea  (Playing  Place)  to  Coombe  Water  Mains 

This  scheme  was  operational  in  June,  1965. 

St,  Mawes  Water  Mains 

The  relaying  of  part  of  the  water  mains  system  in  St.  Mawes, 
consisting  of  6"  diameter  and  4"  diameter  Asbestos  Cement  pipes, 
was  commenced  in  January,  1965.  Work  had  to  be  suspended  for  the 
Summer  season  and  was  recommenoed  in  October,  1965*  It  is 
anticipated  that  the  relaying  will  be  completed  by  the  Spring 
of  1966. 

The  Water  Engineer,  Mr. %  C.  J.  Truscott,  reports  as  follows 

"The  year  1965  as  far  as  the  Water  Undertaking  was  concerned 
was  helped  considerably  with  an  increase  of  rainfall  for  1964,  a 
total  of  47.06"  being  recorded  at  the  Ladock  Pumping  Station,  as 
against  33.78"  for  1 964,  an  increase  of  13.22".  The  rainfall  at 
the  Newlyn  East  gauge  recorded  32.93"  for  the  year,  an  increase 
of  3.87"  from  the  1964  records.  Rainfall  helps  with  the  watershed 
in  the  catchment  areas,  and  I  report  that  the  wettest  month  for 
rainfall  occurred  in  December,  when  8.28"  of  rain  fell  at  the 
Ladock  Station,  as  against  6.1 6"  in  March,  1 964.  The  driest 
month  in  1 965  was  February,  when  only  .21"  were  recorded, 
against  .89"  in  January,  1964,  these  figures  being  taken  at  Ladock. 

With  the  above  records  a  most  satisfactory  report  can  be  given 
of  the  water  supply  generally,  with  the  exception  of  a  shortage 
at  the  Mitchell  Village  source  in  June,  when  the  Cornwall  County 
Fire  Brigade  were  summoned  to  carry  water  to  alleviate  this 
shortage,  however,  the  supply  to  the  village  was  relieved  to  a 
great  extent  in  August,  when  the  Mitchell  gravity  supply  was 
done  away  with  and  the  new  pipe  line  from  Newlyn  East  to  Mitchell 
supplied  water  to  the  hamlet. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  a  considerable  amount  of  water  had 
to  be  purchased  from  the  Truro  Water  Company  and  forced  into  the 
Killiganoon  reservoir  to  augment  the  Wheal  Daniell  supply  of  the 
Chacewater  &  S.W.  Area,  where,  as  in  the  previous  year  the  shaft 
and  shute  supply  could  not  keep  up  to  the  demand  for  water  in  that 
Area.

Looking  at  the  above  figures,  naturally  would  give  the 
impression  that  less  water  was  pumped  into  the  mains  than  in 
the  previous  year,  to  this  should  be  added  27,052,000  gallons 
which  were  purchased  from  the  Truro  Water  Company  and  boosted 
into  the  Chacewater  &  S.W.  area  by  the  Kea  Booster  pump.  This 
would  then  give  a  figure  of  89,772,200  gallons  for  the  Chacewater 
&  S.W.  Area,  and  a  total  for  the  year  of  324,629,000  gallons 
for  the  four  Pumping  Stations.  Newlyn  East  being  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Newquay  Water  Company,  received  10,955,000  gallons, 
some  of  this  being  allocated  to  Mitchell  after  the  village  was 
coupled  to  the  Newlyn  East  Supply  in  August. 

The  Council  still  have  to  purchase  water  from  the  Truro 
Water  Company  for  two  areas,  Tresillian  taking  1,394,000  gallons 
from  that  Company  and  Shortlanesend,  1,678,000  gallons,  in  addition 
to  the  12,500,000  gallons  estimated  from  the  old  pumping  plant  at 
Lower  Roseworthy. 

Estimation  can  only  be  made  for  the  Silverwell  Catchment  Area 
of  the  Perranzabuloe  Parish  and  11,400,000  gallons  are  assumed  to 
have  been  given  from  the  catchment  whilst  Golla  Water  in  the  same 
Parish  yielded  3,400,000  gallons  to  augment  the  Perranzabuloe 
demand.  Additional  water  was  also  pumped  to  the  Silverwell  reservoir 
from  the  Wheal  Daniell  Pumping  Station  during  the  Summer  months. 

Extensive  building  programmes  by  Contractors  made  it  necessary 
to  lay  new  water  mains  so  that  developers  would  have  a  mains  water 
supply  available  and  I  append  below  extensions  carried  out  by  direct 
labour: -

40  metered  installations  have  been  made,  against  39  for  19&4. 
The  total  metered  services  now  in  operation  is  1 ,407. 
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During  the  year  periodic  inspection  of  all  reservoirs  was  carried 
out  and  very  little  maintenance  has  had  to  be  done.  Flushing  of  the 
water  mains  in  general  is  carried  out  both  in  the  Spring  and  Winter, 
thus  endeavouring  to  give  a  reasonable  supply  of  water  during  the 
Summer  months. 

I  tender  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  my  staff  for  the  way  they  have 
discharged  their  duties.  In  addition,  I  am  most  grateful  to  my 
typist  for  her  very  valuable  help  throughout  the  year". 

(b)  Other  Sources.  Boreholes,  springs,  wells  and  rainwater  storage 
tanks  supply  the  needs  of  those  members  of  the  community  unable  to 
take  advantage  of  main  supplies.  Public  wells  are  tested  and 
cleansing  and  protection  carried  out  when  necessary. 

(c)  Quality  and  Sufficiency.  Regular  samples  were,  as  usual,  frequently 
taken  from  the  main  supplies  and  the  Analyst's  reports  showed  that  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity  was  being  maintained. 

69  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis  and 
7  for  chemical  analysis. 

2.  Sewerage. 

The  position  regarding  progress  in  the  village  sewerage  schemes 
is  as  follows 

(a)  Threemilestone  Sewerage. 

This  scheme  is  still  held  up  pending  final  decisions  on  the  village 
map,  and  it  is  now  anticipated  that  final  layout  plans  cannot  be 
submitted  until  1966. 

(b)  Porthtowan  Sewerage. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  have  now  submitted  preliminary 
proposals  for  a  combined  scheme  for  the  villages  of  Porthtowan  and  Mount 
Hawke,  with  one  treatment  works  for  the  two  villages.  The  Council  has 
accepted  these  proposals  and  detailed  plans  are  to  be  prepared. 

(c)  Feock  Sewerage. 

This  scheme  is  held  in  obeyance  pending  agreement  on  the  location 
of  a  site  for  the  sewage  treatment  works. 

(d)  Cubert  and  Holywell  Sewerage. 

Revised  plans  were  submitted  by  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers 
for  the  incorporation  of  the  hamlets  of  Treveal,  Tresean  and  Treworgans 
into  the  general  sewerage  proposals,  which  were  approved  by  the  Council. 
Detailed  plans  for  these  proposals  are  now  to  be  prepared  for  submission 
to  the  Council  in  1966. 
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(e)  Perranporth  Sewerage. 

Agreement  has  now  been  reached  on  the  position  of  the  site 
for  the  new  pumping  station,  and  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineers  are  to  begin  the  detailed  drawings  of  the  proposed 
works  for  submission  to  the  Council  in  1 966 . 

(f)  Very an  Sewerage. 

The  survey  for  the  village  scheme  was  commenced  and  the 
preliminary  proposals  for  this  scheme  were  approved  by  the  Council 
in  December,  1965. 

The  detailed  plans  are  in  the  course  of  preparation  by  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  for  submission  early  in  1966. 

.(g)  Perranwell  Sewerage. 

The  survey  for  the  village  scheme  was  commenced  in  the  Summer 
of  1965,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  preliminary  proposals  for 
this  scheme  will  be  available  to  the  Council  by  the  Summer  of  i 966 . 

(h)  Other  Villages. 

The  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  are  continuing  with  the 
preparation  of  plans  for  other  villages  to  be  sewered  in  accordance 
with  the  Council’s  list  of  priorities. 

3.  Sewerage  Works. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  an  Organization  and  methods  study 
carried  out  early  in  the  year  was  that  responsibility  for  maintenance 
of  treatment  works  and  pumping  stations  should  be  transferred  from  the 
Water  Department  to  the  Public  Health  Department,  and  that  a  general 
foreman  be  appointed.  His  duties  would  include  supervision  of  maintenance 
work  and  also  of  the  men  engaged  on  refuse  collection  and  cesspool 
emptying . 

The  Council  accepted  this  advice  and  also  increased  the  maintenance 
staff  by  three  men,  making  a  total  of  six  working  in  pairs  each  with 
their  own  van  and  equipment.  Twenty  four  treatment  works  are  regularly 
visited  by  this  team,  and  with  the  increased  attention  made  possible  by 
these  additional  men,  good  quality  effluents  are  being  obtained  from 
many  more  sites.  Simple  chemical  testing  apparatus  issued  to  the 
foreman  enables  frequent  on-the-spot  checks  to  be  made,  and  gives  the 
men  positive  evidence  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  work  they  are  doing, 
and  the  importance  of  it.  This  they  appreciate. 

The  pumps  on  several  of  the  village  systems,  particularly  the  older 
ones,  haye  needed  a  fair  amount  of  repair  and  frequent  attention,  but  the 
most  serious  breakdown  occurred  at  Perranporth  on  Christmas  Eve.  Work  was 
carried  out  on  one  of  the  two  main  pumps  by  your  own  men  and  outside 
engineers  over  the  holiday  and  afterwards.  It  was  only  because  there 
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was  no  rain  for  a  week  at  that  time  that  our  troubles  were  fortunately 
confined  to  within  the  walls  of  the  pump  house. 

4.  Public  Conveniences. 

The  Council  own,  and  maintain  with  part-time  attendants  17  public 
conveniences.  The  conveniences  at  Perranporth  are  owned  by  the 
Perranporth  Gardens  Trustees,  but  by  arrangement  are  maintained  by  the 
Council.  Full-time  attendants  are  employed  here  during  the  Summer. 

The  conveniences  at  Chapel  Porth,  in  an  area  now  taken  over  by 
the  National  Trust,  are  now,  by  agreement  maintained  by  them.  With 
the  Council's  consent  and  a  financial  contribution,  the  Trust  also 
enlarged  the  building  by  the  addition  of  one  ladies'  W.C.,  and 
wash  hand  basins  were  also  provided  for  both  sexes.  The  Council 
also  provided  wash  basins  at  Flushing,  Portloe  and  Porohtowan. 

It  was  agreed  to  build  new  conveniences  at  the  yachting  centre 
known  as  Mylor  Dockyard,  and  to  enlarge  the  existing  ones  at  Holywell 
Bay. 

5.  Cesspool  Emptying. 

During  the  year  2,779  loads  were  taken  from  1,314  cesspools  or 
septic  tanks. 

The  Council  have  three  cesspool  emptying  vehicles.  One  of  them, 
a  1947  Karrier/Yorkshire  machine,  is  not  fit  for  much  more  service, 
and  the  purchase  of  a  replacement  was  approved. 

The  normal  charge  for  emptying  remains  at  10/-  for  the  first 
load,  and  5/-  per  load  for  each  additional  in  the  one  operation. 

6.  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

New  contracts  for  tip  control  were  let  from  1st  April,  work  on 
the  three  tips  being  divided  between  two  Contractors.  The  contractor 
previously  responsible  for  two  of  them  was  replaced  by  another,  whose 
tender  was  lower  and  considered  more  satisfactory. 

After  a  promising  start,  results  from  the  new  firm  were  disappointing, 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  the  contract  will  be  renewed.  Conditions  at  the 
Gerrans  Tip  have  much  improved  since  maintenance  was  taken  over  by  a  local 
Agricultural  Contractor,  and  no  complaints  were  received  about  conditions 
during  the  year. 

Twenty  two  acres  of  waste  land  in  the  parish  of  Newlyn  East  were 
approved  by  the  County  Planning  Committee  for  refuse  disposal,  but  the 
Council  have  not  yet  been  able  to  reach  a  satisfactory  agreement  with  the 
owners  of  the  land,  their  terms  being  considered  quite  unacceptable. 
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Negotiations  proceed,  as  does  the  search  for  an  alternative  site  to 
replace  the  one  at  Zelah,  now  nearing  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 

A  satisfactory  demonstration  of  a  35  c.  yd  Karrier  "Ramillies" 
was  given  in  the  autumn  and  the  Council  decided  to  order  one  for 
delivery  in  1966.  This  vehicle  will  carry  almost  twice  the  amount 
of  anything  else  in  our  fleet  and  if  successful  will  probably  lead 
to  more  of  its  kind  being  purchased. 

The  other  event  of  special  importance  was  the  decision  to  appoint 
a  skilled  mechanic  in  addition  to  the  semi-skilled  man  employed  on 
vehicle  maintenance  for  many  years  -  years  which  have  seen  the  fleet 
grow  from  4  to  13,  the  latter  figure  including  Wght  vans. 

Most  populated  areas  get  a  weekly  collection,  and  in  the  holiday 
season  private  hauliers  are  employed  at  Perranporth  and  St.  Mawes  for 
a  second  collection  from  hotels  and  shops. 

No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  finding  and  keeping 
satisfactory  labour,  many  of  the  men  have  been  in  the  Council’s 
employ  for  a  great  many  years. 

7.  Salvage . 

No  salvage  scheme  is  in  operation. 

8.  Rodent  Control. 

Many  farms  have  been  inspected,  and  quotations  submitted  for 
treatment  over  a  twelve  month  period.  Forty  Contracts  were  entered 
into  to  a  value  of  £241.15«0.  Four  treatments  are  given  at  quarterly 
intervals. 

The  Rodent  Operator  is  provided  with  a  light  van,  and  poisoning 
is  done  with  Warfarin ,  Zinc  Phosphide,  or,  less  frequently,  arsenic. 
3,1 82  premises  were  inspected,  and  310  found  to  be  infested.  The 
necessary  treatment  was  given  in  each  case. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charage,  and  regular  treat¬ 
ments  have  been  given  to  refuse  tips  (l6)  and  sewerage  systems  (ll). 
The  Operator  has  also  dealt  with  wasp  nests  and  bees,  for  which  a 
small  charage  is  made. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Carcases  inspected  numbered  130,753. 

There  are  8  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  operation  -  the  bulk  of 
the  slaughtering  is  confined  to  four  of  them,  and  a  good  deal  of  it  is 
done  at  weekends,  necessitating  Saturday  and  Sunday  inspections. 
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Foodshops,  restaurants  and  hotels  have  received  visits,  and 
standards  of  food  hygiens  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 
No  legal  proceedings  were  found  necessary. 

OFFICES.  SHOPS.  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  19&3. 

The  Act  lays  down  standards  and  requirements  for  safety, 
sanitation,  water  supply,  heating,  ventilation,  etc.  In  this 
District  no  serious  problems  have  been  encountered,  and  those 
responsible  for  compliance  with  the  Act  have  carried  out  all  such 
improvements  as  have  been  asked  of  them. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  three  premises  were  inspected,  and  67 
re-visits  made. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

A  total  of  47  licences  were  issued  in  1965.  Sixty-two  visits 
were  made  to  caravan  sites.
